Gift  of  a  Music  Library 

A  music  library  of  great  significance 
has  been  donated  to  Park  Avenue  Syn¬ 
agogue  by  a  close  friend  of  Cantor 
Lefkowitz,  Cantor  Robert  H.  Segal, 
Cantor  Emeritus  of  B’nai  Jeshurun 
Congregation.  Cantor  Segal  has  made 
this  magnanimous  contribution  in  rec¬ 
ognition  of  the  high  standard  of  litur¬ 
gical  music  maintained  in  our  worship 
services.  His  private  library,  gathered 
over  a  long  career,  contains  many  val¬ 
uable  treasures  including  a  collection 
of  manuscripts  which  will  make  pos¬ 
sible  the  historic  Nowakowsky  Classi¬ 
cal  Liturgical  service  to  take  place 
on  Saturday,  April  28.  We  express  our 
gratitude  to  Cantor  Segal. 


A  beautiful  Sabbath  morning  serv¬ 
ice  of  historical  importance  will  take 
place  in  our  sanctuary  on  Saturday, 
April  28,  beginning  at  9:30  a.m.  The 
discovery  and  careful  analysis  by  Can¬ 
tor  David  Lefkowitz  of  music  manu¬ 
scripts  from  one  of  Judaism’s  greatest 
composers  has  attracted  national  at¬ 
tention.  (A  special  insert  describing 
the  find  is  included  in  this  issue.) 

The  culmination  of  the  first  stage 
of  this  research  project  will  be  a  com¬ 
plete  musical  service  by  composer 
David  Nowakowsky  for  Shabbat  Rosh 
Hodesh  (which  this  year  coincides 
with  April  28),  compiled  and  adapted 
entirely  from  this  unpublished  and, 
heretofore,  lost  musical  treasure. 

The  presentation  is  the  THIRD  AN¬ 
NUAL  SHABBAT  MORNING  SERV¬ 
ICE  of  GREAT  LITURGICAL  CLAS¬ 
SICS.  Sponsored  in  memory  of  Sarah 
and  Samuel  Shapiro,  these  services 
evoked  great  enthusiasm  in  1977  and 
1978. 

The  music  will  again  be  enhanced 
by  a  unique  blend  of  musical  forces: 
Camerata  Singers  directed  by  Abra¬ 
ham  Kaplan,  joining  with  the  talents 
of  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  or¬ 
ganist  Neil  Robinson. 

The  service  will  be  followed  by  a 
luncheon  in  honor  of  the  participants.

Abraham  Kaplan 
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Love  and  Order 

This  is  one  of  the  most  exciting 
times  of  the  year.  After  the  long 
winter  months,  nature  is  beginning  to 
unfold  once  more.  The  cold  dark  earth 
begins  to  crack  and  thaw  and  soften 
in  the  gentle  sunlight  and  soon  the 
small,  fragile  blades  of  grass  will 
emerge  —  at  first  slowly  and  tentative¬ 
ly,  then  with  a  burst  of  confidence 
buds  will  blossom  forth  in  a  myriad 
of  colors  and  shapes.  This  is  a  ritual 
we  are  witness  to  each  year,  and  yet 
the  excitement  and  the  novelty  never 
wear  off  and  we  are  refreshed  and  in¬ 
vigorated  by  the  entire  process  of 
renewal. 

Similarly,  we  look  forward  to  our 
own  rituals  each  spring.  The  festival 
of  spring  and  renewal  is,  in  the  Jewish 
tradition,  our  beloved  holiday  of  Pesah. 
It  is  a  new  beginning  in  our  homes. 
They  are  cleansed,  scoured  and  beauti¬ 
fied  to  prepare  for  the  most  elaborate 
and  festive  home  observance  in  our 
calendar,  namely,  the  Passover  Seder. 
In  addition  to  the  external  ambience 
of  that  unique  meal,  the  Seder  is  char¬ 
acterized  by  two  basic  elements  — 
love  and  order.  Order  is  of  course 
the  meaning  of  the  word  Seder.  A  pre¬ 
cise  order  in  the  way  things  are  done, 
and  in  the  words  we  utter  and  the 
songs  we  sing.  An  order  which  stretch¬ 
es  back  into  Jewish  history  for  many 
generations  and  which  gives  us  a  sense 
of  continuity  and  tradition  not 
equalled  by  anything  else  I  can  think 
of.  The  Seder  is  also  the  symbol  of 
family  unity  and  of  love,  of  different 
kinds  of  love.  The  love  which  binds 
the  members  of  the  family  to  each 
other,  the  love  which  they  feel  toward 
the  Jewish  people,  and  the  love  which 
flows  from  one  generation  to  the  other. 
This  holiday  is  a  powerful  reminder 
of  these  two  basic  elements  in  the 
Jewish  scheme  of  things  —  love  for 
our  tradition  and  order  in  our  lives. 
Surely  these  are  sorely  needed  by  all 
who  are  looking  for  light  and  guidance 
in  our  confusing  times.  Let  us  sub¬ 
stitute  the  familiar  cry  for  Law  and 
Order  by  Love  and  Order  and  we  shad 
be  the  happier  for  it.

Passover 

As  the  ice  melts  from  the  ponds  of 
the  North  and  the  birds  return  from 
the  South,  it  is  time  once  again  to  cel¬ 
ebrate  the  holiday  of  Passover.  In¬ 
deed,  many  Jews  read  the  Song  of 
Songs  at  the  end  of  the  Seder,  recall¬ 
ing  that  the  buds  are  again  seen  on 
the  trees  and  the  voice  of  the  turtle¬ 
dove  is  again  heard  in  the  land  at  this 
time  of  year. 

But  is  it  just  coincidence  that  Pass- 
over  comes  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Spring?  The  Bible  speaks  of  Passover 
in  connection  with  this  season  and  the 
Jewish  calendar  — -  which  is  a  lunar 
calendar  —  was  fixed  by  the  Rabbis  to 
make  sure  that  Passover  always  falls 
in  the  Spring. 

For  the  Springtime  invades  nature 
and  all  of  our  senses  with  the  glory 
of  rebirth.  Every  blade  of  grass,  every 
tree  of  the  field,  every  robin  building 
its  nest  is  a  testimony  to  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  rebirth,  to  the  strength  and 
the  fragrance  of  a  new  beginning. 

Though  many  ancient  peoples  real¬ 
ized  the  enchantment  of  the  Spring, 
only  one  took  its  cue  from  nature  and 
transferred  such  an  experience  to  the 
realm  of  its  own  history.  What  was 
born  in  the  Spring  together  with  the 
flowers  and  the  bees?  The  Jews.  Liv¬ 
ing  the  destitute  life  of  slaves,  there 
was  nevertheless  the  promise  of  a  new 
beginning.  A  people  bearing  burdens 
on  their  backs  was  to  throw  off  the 
yolk  of  the  Egyptians,  walk  to  Mt. 
Sinai  and  then  on  to  its  own  land. 

There  is  a  power  and  vitality  to  new 
beginnings.  The  blood  stirs  and  all  of 
nature  begins  in  the  Spring  to  sing 
its  song  —  but  it  all  points  to  the  re¬ 
birth  of  our  People.  Again  and  again, 
in  each  and  every  age,  there  are  Jews 
who  bear  the  burdens  of  Egypt.  But  as 
the  Spring  comes  and  as  it  trans¬ 
forms  the  face  of  the  world,  so  is  the 
Jewish  People  born  again  from  slavery 
to  freedom,  from  despair  to  joy,  from 
mourning  to  celebration  and  from 
darkness  to  great  light  —  each  and 
every  year.

Passover  Foods 

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  are  forbidden  to  bo¬ 
used  on  Passover.  They  include  thos^  ] 
foods  prepared  from  five  species  of 
grain  —  wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt  and 
rye  —  that  has  been  allowed  to  leaven. 
Any  food  containing  even  a  minute 
amount  of  this  leavened  grain  is  for¬ 
bidden  on  Passover.  In  addition,  rice, 
millet,  corn,  peas  and  beans  have  been 
added  to  the  list  of  prohibited  foods 
by  the  Rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and 
crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cer¬ 
eals  made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic 
beverages  (including  wines)  are  for¬ 
bidden  as  well,  unless  they  are  certified 
Kosher  for  Passover.  Since  all  mix¬ 
tures  of  leavened  or  fermented  grains 
are  prohibited,  foods  such  as  candies 
and  soft  drinks  must  contain  a  Kosher 
for  Passover  certification  to  be  allow¬ 
able  on  Passover.  Commercially  pro¬ 
duced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which 
are  certified  for  Passover  by  Rabbin¬ 
ical  authority  are  permissable. 

Permitted  Foods 

Permitted  without  a  Kosher  fo^ 
Passover  label:  fruits  and  vegetables 
(except  for  those  mentioned  above)  in 
both  their  natural  and  frozen  states. 
String  beans  are  permitted.  Coffee,  su¬ 
gar,  tea,  salt,  pepper  and  garlic  are 
permitted  without  a  special  label,  pro¬ 
vided  no  other  ingredient  has  been 
added  to  them. 


Dishes  and  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially 
reserved  for  Passover  should  be  used. 
It  is  possible,  however,  to  kosher  uten¬ 
sils  made  wholly  of  metal  and  which 
are  used  during  the  year  by  thorough¬ 
ly  scouring  and  then  immersing  them 
in  boiling  water.  All  table  glassware 
is  permitted  after  thorough  scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal 
which  are  used  for  cooking  (though 
not  for  baking)  may  be  koshered  by 
being  thoroughly  washed  and  then  im¬ 
mersed  in  boiling  water.  Vessels  made 
wholly  of  metal  but  used  for  broiling 
may  be  koshered  by  scouring  and  then 
heating  until  they  are  red  hot.  ( 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during 
the  year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover. 
Earthenware,  enamelware  and  porce¬ 
lain  utensils  used  during  the  year  may 
not  be  used  during  Passover.

Friday,  April  6  is  Shabbat  Hagodol, 
“‘The  Great  Sabbath,”  the  Sabbath 
which  precedes  the  holiday  of  Pass- 
over.  On  this  evening,  beginning  at 
5:45  P.M.,  in  the  Sanctuary,  the  Daled 
Classes  will  conduct  the  service. 

Immediately  following  the  service, 
those  who  have  made  previous  reser¬ 
vations  will  participate  in  the  four¬ 
teenth  annual  Shabbat  Dinner  spon¬ 
sored  by  Parents  Association.  Those 
who  have  attended  this  dinner  in  the 
past  know  that  it  is  much  more  than 
a  “soup-to-nuts”  event;  it  is  a  cul¬ 
tural,  emotional,  and  culinary  exper¬ 
ience. 

The  purpose  of  the  evening  is  to  re¬ 
capture  the  essence  and  the  spirit  of 
the  Sabbath  which  involves  the  parti¬ 
cipation  of  every  member  of  the  fam¬ 
ily.  Tables  are  beautifully  set,  appro¬ 
priate  prayers  are  recited,  songs  are 
sung,  traditional  foods  —  prepared 
with  a  little  difference  each  year  — 
are  served.

Ethics  of  the  Fathers 
To  Begin 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  April  21, 
Jews  throughout  the  world  will  begin 
the  study  of  the  “Ethics  of  the  Fa¬ 
thers”  ( Pirke  Avot).  It  is  traditional 
to  study  this  famous  ethical  treatise 
during  the  six  Sabbaths  following 
Passover  so  that  Jews  will  be  ethically 
aware  and  prepared  for  Shavuot,  the 
holiday  which  celebrates  the  giving  of 
the  Torah.  So  popular  was  the  study 
of  “Perek,”  as  it  became  known,  that 
Jews  continued  to  read  it  weekly 
throughout  the  summer  until  Rosh 
Hashanah. 

Since  April  21  is  the  third  Sabbath 
of  the  month,  Rabbi  Wechsler  will  be¬ 
gin  the  study  of  the  “Ethics  of  the 
Fathers”  at  the  monthly  Seudah 
Shlishit  at  4  p.m.  From  then  on,  the 
class  will  study  a  different  excerpt 
every  Saturday  afternoon  at  5  p.m. 
The  reading  is  done  in  English  and 
everyone  is  invited  to  learn  the  ethical 
insights  of  our  Sages.

Women's  Evening  Group 
Discusses  Conversion 

On  Monday  evening,  May  14th  ( 
8:15  p.m.,  the  Women’s  Evening 

Group  will  sponsor  a  discussion  on  the 
highly  provocative  Presidential  Ad¬ 
dress  given  by  Rabbi  Alexander  M. 
Schindler  to  the  Union  of  American 
Hebrew  Congregations.  In  his  address, 
Rabbi  Schindler  made  several  recom¬ 
mendations  that  deal  with  intermar¬ 
riage  and  conversion.  First  of  all,  he 
urged  the  conversion  of  the  non-Jewish 
partner.  He  then  pleaded  with  the 
Jewish  community  to  continue  to  en¬ 
courage  and  involve  the  newly  con¬ 
verted  partner  and  make  the  couple 
feel  truly  welcome.  In  cases  where 
there  is  no  conversion,  Rabbi  Schind¬ 
ler  urged  that  the  non-Jewish  spouse 
be  drawn  into  the  Jewish  life  of  the 
community.  He  also  suggests  that  Jew¬ 
ish  leaders  reach  out  to  those  unaffili¬ 
ated  people  who  are  looking  for  reli¬ 
gion  or  who  are  alienated  and  need  to 
belong  to  a  community. 

These  suggestions  raise  many  ques¬ 
tions  within  the  Jewish  community, 
and  the  Women’s  Evening  Group  has 
invited  Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler  t<^ 
join  the  panel  which  will  discuss  thes£ 
issues. 


Fighting  Anti-Semitism 

There  are  various  ways  of  combating 
this  ancient  prejudice.  This  year,  The 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  Amer¬ 
ica  found  another. 

It  was  to  teach  the  teachers  —  col¬ 
lege  professors  of  Humanities  from 
around  the  country — about  the  contri¬ 
butions  of  Jewish  scholars  of  long  ago 
(300  B.C.E.-200  C.E.)  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Western  Civilization. 

As  a  part  of  this  unique  program, 
which  received  the  support  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  through  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  the 
colleges  and  universities  whose  schol¬ 
ars  participated  in  the  institute  this 
Summer  are  committed  to  add  this  long 
neglected  area  of  knowledge  to  their 
curricula.

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School  Events  Celebrate 
This  Season  of  Freedom 

The  students  of  the  Religious  School 
re  deep  in  the  study  of  Passover. 
The  month  between  Purim  and  Pass- 
over  affords  the  children,  on  a  graded 
level,  the  opportunity  to  study  and 
understand  the  meaning  of  the  prayers 
found  in  the  Haggadah,  as  well  as  to 
review  concepts  of  freedom. 

The  Alef  Classes  are  studying 
Pesah  with  materials  developed  by 
the  Melton  Research  Center  of  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  The 
theme,  “The  House  Of  Bondage”  is  the 
core  of  study  for  the  Bet  Classes. 
“Slavery”  and  “The  Jewish  Attitude 
To  Slavery”  is  the  specific  topic  occu¬ 
pying  the  students  of  the  Gimel 
Grade.  The  Daled  Grade  will  conduct 
the  Family  Service  and  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  Shabbat  Dinner  Pro¬ 
gram,  Friday  evening,  April  6.  They 
are  also  studying  “The  Jews  in  the 
USSR  and  The  Jews  in  Syria  and 
Other  Arab  Countries.”  A  more  soph- 
isticated  approach  to  “The  Meaning 
Of  Freedom”  is  being  discussed  and 
studied  by  the  students  in  the  Hay 
Classes. 

Preparatory  Sedarim  are  planned  for 
’1  children.  Study  of  the  Haggadah, 
ppropriate  for  each  age  leve1,  and 
the  eating  of  svmbolic  foods  in  the 
school  setting  will  make  the  actual  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  Seder  at  home  more 
meaningful  for  the  children. 

Parents  and  grandparents  are  in¬ 
vited  to  attend  the  Primary  Depart¬ 
ment  Preparatory  Seder  Sunday, 
April  1  at  11  A.M.,  in  the  Lemberg 
Auditorium.  Alef  Classes  will  conduct 
their  Seder  on  Tuesday,  Anril  3.

SABBATH  SERVICE  IN  THE  HOME 

(As  part  of  the  national  movement  in 
Conservative  Judaism  for  strengthening 
Sabbath  observance  both  in  the  home  and 
in  the  synagogue,  we  print  here  the  Serv¬ 
ice  which  is  to  be  held  in  the  home  every 
Friday  night. 

1.  Kindling  the  Sabbath  Lights 

Before  kindling  the  Sabbath  lights,  the 
following  preparations  are  made.  The 
table  is  set  for  the  meal;  two  Hallot 
(covered  with  a  napkin  or  a  specially 
embroidered  cover)  and  a  cup  of  wine 
are  placed  at  the  head  of  the  table;  the 
candlesticks  with  the  candles  are  placed 
in  the  center  of  the  table;  in  accordance 
with  ancient  custom  money  is  dropped 
into  a  charity  box.  The  mistress  of  the 
house  then  kindles  the  lights,  shields  her 
eyes  with  the  palms  of  her  hands,  and 
silently  recites  the  following  blessing 
and  prayer: 

“Boruch  atoh  adonoy  elolienu  melach 
hoolom  asher  kidshonu  b’mitsvosov 
v’tsivonu  I’hadlik  ner  shel  shabbos. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  universe,  who  hast  sanctified 
us  by  Thy  commandments  and  com¬ 
manded  us  'to  kindle  the  Sabbath  lights. 

May  the  Sabbath-light  which  illumines 
our  dwelling  cause  peace  and  happiness 
to  shine  in  our  home.  Bless  us,  O  God,  on 
this  holy  Sabbath,  and  cau^e  Thy  divine 
glory  to  shine  upon  us.  Enlighten  our 
darkness  and  guide  us  and  all  mankind, 
Thy  children,  towards  truth  and  eternal 
light.  Amen.” 

2.  Blessing  the  Children 

After  kindling  the  Sabbath  lights,  or 
immediately  before  the  Kiddush,  the 
father  places  his  hands  on  the  head  of 
each  child  and  recites  the  following 
blessing: 

FOR  SONS 

May  God  make  thee  as  Ephraim  and 
Manasseh, 

May  the  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep  thee: 
May  the  Lord  cause  His  countenance  to 
shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto 
thee: 

May  the  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance 
toward  thee  and  give  thee  peace. 

(A  personal  prayer  may  be  added) 

FOR  DAUGHTERS 

May  God  make  thee  as  Sarah,  Rebekah, 
Rachel  and  Leah. 

May  the  Lord  bless  thee  and  keep  thee: 
May  the  Lord  cause  His  countenance  to 
shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto 
thee: 

May  the  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance 
towards  thee  and  give  thee  peace. 

(A  personal  prayer  may  be  added) 

3.  Hymn  of  Welcome  to  the  Sabbath 

Angels  of  Peace  — 

Shalom  Aleichem 

(sung  before  the  Kiddush) 

4.  Kiddush  for  Friday  Evening 

The  head  of  the  household  raises  the 
cup  of  wine  and  recites  the  Kiddush.  The 
wine  is  then  passed  to  everyone  at  the 
table.

May  I  Have  A  Word 
With  You 

It  has  often  been  pointed  out  that  when 
one  becomes  aware  of  one’s  humilitj^* 
one  no  longer  possesses  it.  The  man  who 
knows  that  he  is  humble,  betrays  pride, 

I  have  similarly  found  that  the  indivi¬ 
dual  who  proclaims  by  word  or  bearing, 

“I  am  religious,”  thereby  indicates  an 
absence  of  the  spirit  and  attributes  of  the 
truly  religious  life.  For  what  is  implicit 
in  the  claim  that  one  is  religious?  One  is 
saying  that  he  is  not  only  different  from, 
but  better  than,  others  who  are  not  as 
fervently  disposed  as  he  is  towards  reli¬ 
gion.  One  is  suggesting  that  he  is  in¬ 
vested  with  a  special  virtue.  One  is  inti¬ 
mating  that  despite  inconveniences,  if 
not  sacrifices,  he  is  following  the  harder 
and  shunning  the  easier  path.  One  is, 
above  all,  exhibiting  a  self-righteousness 
and  self-complacency  that  are  the  very 
anti-thesis  of  genuine  religious  feeling. 

To  be  religious  means  to  live  with  an 
ever-present  disquietude  about  the  ade¬ 
quacy  of  one’s  attainments  and  the  full¬ 
ness  of  one’s  devotion.  It  is  to  refrain 
from  judging  another  with  the  severity 
and  rancor  that  can  only  spring  fror^1' 
pride  and  hostility.  It  is  to  fulfill  many^ 
obligations  both  to  God  and  man  without 
the  faintest  consciousness  that  one  is 
doing  more  than  one’s  share  or  indeed  is 
doing  all  that  one  should  do.  It  is  to  sense 
such  an  intensity  of  kinship  with  all  men 
and  to  possess  such  faith  in  them  that 
one  is  not  tempted  to  yield  to  any  dis¬ 
paragement  of  them.  It  is  to  be  ever  rest¬ 
less  in  questing  for  the  fuller  life,  the 
deeper  understanding,  the  greater  serv¬ 
ice.  It  is  to  be  impressed  with  one’s  own 
limitations  and  mindful  of  the  fact  that 
the  best  among  men  may  easily  suffer  a 
lapse  of  virtue.  “Do  not  believe  in  thyself 
until  the  day  of  thy  death,”  the  Rabbis 
warned.  It  is  to  remain  alert  to  duties 
unfulfilled  rather  than  to  feel  smug 
about  duties  done.  It  is  the  absence  of 
any  thought  of  one’s  superiority  or  ex¬ 
cellence.  It  is  the  knowledge  that  he 
serves  God  best  who  comes  before  Him 
with  a  contrite  spirit.  It  is  to  be  severe 
with  oneself  and  gentle  with  others.  It 
is  never  to  demand  special  rights  for  one¬ 
self  or  to  feel  that  one  has  earned  speci 
commendation.  It  is  to  live  out  of  a  gre 
humility  and  love  before  God  and  one’s 
fellow-men.  He  who  responds  to  such  an 
attitude  will  never  think  of  announcing 
that  others  may  hear,  ‘“I  am  religious.”

guished  hazzan  inscribed  on  the  music 
staff  instead  of  ordinary  paper. 

That  David  Putterman  should  have 
achieved  all  of  the  foregoing  in  one 
volume  should  come  as  no  surprise  to 
anyone  who  is  even  remotely  acquaint¬ 
ed  with  hazzanut  in  America.
